caſhon to that P/atonich Proverb , * He ts a 
King that's a Philoſopher ,( as well fo; Po.'t'cal 
as Moral Dominion ) tor Governing oi People, 
as well as of Paſſions. And tis tutther arg'2d 
they were Granaces , from their going' ſo un- 
dauntedly to Hered, wi:om meaner p- rionages 
durſt not have faluted with tnach news , as of a 
new King born ( the Crown and t1e Brd oeing 
the two Things that can enzure 10 Rival: ) and 
indeed moit of the Propheſies run of Kings; and 
"tis the general Conſent of Antiquity , that Ti ey 
were.Great ones; whence Forciners commonly 
call this of Epiphany * the Feſtival of Kings, 
and the Star Royal. And as there were Shepheras 
before for the Imitation of meaner people ; 
ſo here (tis like enongh ) were men of p/ace 
and Qzality , for tne Conduct and Example of 
nobler Perſonages. Here then are fa/hiczs for 


great Ones to follow ; Paterns of gooaneſs for 


the beſt to imitate ; for without Vertze and Re- 
ligion , Weatis Nobility and Gentry, but a thing 
made up of a Herald , Lawyer ,and a Taylor ? 
what , but like 2 Diamond ſet in Lead ? or 
the Horn of an Unicor in adegenerated Head ? 
but how ſweetly they accord together ? ( Apples 
of Gold in Piftares of Silver )wel!-T ane: Cymbals, 
that yield a charming Farmony buth to Heaven 
and Earth.
